With  this  seedling 
as  seedbearer  we  have  crossed  obconica  as  pollen-bearer  and  among  the  thousands  of  seedlings  we  selected 
two,  which  gave  any  promise  of  improvement  and  seem  to  be  a distinct  species.  We  call  it  Schilleri  and 
will  use  it  for  further  hybridisation.

Every  year  we  have  selected  from  our  thousands 
of  plants  in  bloom  the  two  best  of  each  color  to  serve  as  pedigree,  those  which  seemed  to  embody  all  de- 
sirable points  as  to  habit  of  plant,  size,  shape  and  color  of  flower  and  we  have  now  a strain,  which  to  our 
knowledge  is  not  approached  in  quality  by  any  other  and  is  in  fact  The  Strain  That  Leads. 

In  order  to  be  able  to  supply  our  numerous  customers  early  in  season  with  seed,  we  built  last  year  a 
special  house  -of  44x132  feet  for  our  seedbearers,  but  as  it  did  not  get  ready  in  time  and  with  general  labor 
conditions  mCTt  unsatisfactory,  our  expectation  for  an  early  crop  did  not  realize,  but  the  seed  is  now  ripen- 
ing and  can  be  supplied  early  in  April,  just  the  right  time  for  sowing  to  get  good  strong  plants  for  Christ- 
mas.
